The report of the State Board: 
of Health on the number of deaths'/| 


‘rom influenza and pneumonia for 
the months of October, November 
and December has just been re- 


-eived. It is so appalling that we 
believe every one should know about 
the high death rate from the dread 
disease. Following is the report: 
“Aitogether 15,544 deaths from j 
nfluenza and pneumonia (all forms) 
were reported for California for 
the last quarter of 1918, the month- 


ly totals being as follows: October, 
9,381; November, 6,505; and De- 
cember, 3,658. The quarterly ag- 


gregate included 13,121 deaths from 
influenza and 2,423 from pneumonia 
(all forms. ) 

“The 15,544 deaths from influ- 
enza and pneumonia comprised 
9,900 males as compared with only 

fome les. Altogether 14,550 
were Caucasians, with only 570 Jap- 
wavoc, tvdS negroes, 151 Chinese 
and 115 Indians. 

“It is a notable fact that deaths 
rom influenza and pneumonia oc- 

ir largely among persons in the 
‘wenties and thirties. Of the whole 
15,544 deaths from these diseases 
reported for the final quarter of 
‘918 no less than 4,976 or 32 per 
cent. were at 30 to 39 years, with as 
many ‘as 4,430 or 28.5 per cent at 
20 to 29 years. Thas 9, 406 deaths 
“or three? fitths of ‘all (60.5 S per cent) 
sccurred at 20 to 39 years.”
